2. Claims 1-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 & 2, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a tape strain 
inspecting apparatus which optically inspects a surface tape and surface stain of the tape having a 
light emitting device emitting a light on the surface of the tape and forming a linear image which 
slants at a predetermined angle for a tape width direction of the tape and a strain discriminating 
means discriminating largeness of surface strain of the tape based on an inspection result by the 
image inspecting means, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claims 1 & 2. 
Claims 3-20 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claims 1 &2,
